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WEWECRY AND CALDECOTT AWARDS, 1941, The Newbery Medel was awarded to Walter 
D. Bdmonds for his book the Watchiock Gun" by the Section for Library Work with 
Children of the American Library Association at the June fieeting in Milwaukee. 

This medal is awarded each year at the Association's annual conference for the 
"most distinguished contribution to American literature for children" written by a 
citizen or resident of the United States. "The Matchlock Gun" is the first book 
to be written for children by Mr. Edmonds, who is well known for his historical 
novels, "Rome Haul,” “Chad Hanna," "Drums Along the Mohawk," and others. A story 

-of the courage and resourcefulness of an eight year old boy and his young mother 

. in defending their home against Indian attack in 1756, it is hailed as having 
special significance for young readers today when wars again do not spare women 
and children. 

At the same meeting the Caldecott Medal was-awarded to Robert McCloskey, whose 
clever "Make Way for Ducklings" was judged "the most distinguished American pic- 
ture book for children" published in 1941. "Make Way for Ducklings" describes the 
hilarious confusion caused in Boston traffic by the independence of a mother duck 
in leading her brood of ducklings in single-file procession across busy intersec- 

- tions on her way to the Public Gardens. Both pictures and text are printed in 
soft br and have beauty as well as humor. Mr. McCloskey is also the author- 
artist of til," a picture-book story of a small boy, a small Ohio town, and a 
harmonica. He is the son-in-law of Ruth Sawyer Durand. 

The Lippincott and White awards, given in former years, have been discontinued; 
but for the second time a library trustee was cited for outstanding service to the 
cause of libraries. He was James 0. Modisette of Jennings, Louisiana, who died 
suddenly on June 20, on the eve of the conference. The citation wes awarded post- 
humously, and was accepted in the name of Mr. Modisette by Sallie J. Farrell, field 
worker for the Louisiana Library Commission,

BOOK SELECTION FOR CHILDREN. Attontion is called to two excellent articlos in 
the June, 1942, issue of “Minnesota Libraries," publication of the Library Division 
of the State Department of Education at St. Paul. 

The articles, "The Undesirable Baok" and "Tho Desirable Book" are chaptors ro- 
printed from Terman and Lima's book "Children's Reading." The point is made that 
undesirable books fall into two classes: namoly, books that arc morely worthless, 
and books that are directly harmful. The worthless book leaves the child with 
nothing gainod as to information, inspiration, or literary appreciation. Tho harme 
ful book may give false concepts of lifc and cause the child to live in a dream 
world in which he imagines himself tho horo of various fantastic exporiences. Many 
cheap serics books are of this typo, particularly the books of adventure for boys 
and the sentimental books for girls. The “Alger" and "Tom Swift" books; the "Elsic 
Dinsmoro" and "Betty Gordon" books fill children's minds with false conceptions of 
reality. ; : 

The dosirable book, on the other hand, according to Terman and Lima, should 
achievo one or more of the following aims: (1) It should inculcate worthy ideals of 
conduct and achiovoment which can actually motivate the child's life. (2) It 
should serve to cultivato an appreciation of tho beautiful. (3) It should add to 
the child's fund of desirable knowledge. (4) It should arouso o desire for furthor 
reading of good litecraturo,.

VICTORY BOOK CAMPAIGN. According to a recent report from John M. Connor, 
director of the VBC, the original goal of 10,000,000 books has been reached and 
exceeded, with the latest count numbering 10,247,760. 

Although general satisfaction with the practical results of the campaign to 
date has been expressed by the Army and Navy library authorities, they have 
pointed out that certain reading material sent to the men has been unsuitable, and 
that other desirable types of books were sent in insufficient numbers. 
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Recommendations from VBC headquarters follow: | 

1, Only books in good physical condition are suitable for the armed forces. 

2. Don't include women's and children's books, as Tom Swift, Rover Boys, Boy 
Scouts, and women's love stories by such authors as Ethel M. Dell and Kathleen 
Norriss ; 

3. Of the high school textbooks, include only mathematics books, language 
books and readers, and language dictionaries, including English. Up=to-date text- 
books (published during the last five years), in the fields of physics, chemistry, 
meteorology, science, etc., are also desirable. 

4. Do not send biographies of little-known people, poetry of little-known 
authors, or the scholarly and research type of non-fiction in general. 

5. Exclude in general certain authors that were popular thirty or more years 
ago, as F. Marion Crawford, Archibald Marshall, and Bulwer-Lytton. 

It is a mistake to include "junk" in the books collected in the VBC. The men 
do not want it, and it is little short of an insult to offer it to them,

LIBRARIES, YOUTH AND RECREATION. "Youth have a special stake in the public 
libraries. They are the principal users. An extensive study of reading in St. 
Louis showed that over two-thirds of the reading matter obtained from public li- 
braries was borrowed by persons under 30. In Chicago the proportion was over 
three-fourths. The public libraries are often the only source of reading mate- 
rials varied enough to attract and hold young people's intereste.. Despite these 
signs of popularity, public libraries are not nearly the effective influence in 
young people's use of leisure that they should be. The libraries have two prin- 
cipal shortcomings. There are not enough of them, and those we have do not make 
themselves sufficiently attractive to youth... Good-libraries must-be-made-avail-, 
able to youth, but that in itself is not sufficient. They must be the kind of 
libraries that young people will use. The defect in much of present library ser- 
vice is that not nearly enough youth are attracted by it... Most libraries do not 
display the books they have to the best advantage... Libraries need to advertise 
their wares... The library is in legitimate competition with commercial forms of 
recreation, and it ought to employ every suitable means of advertising the ser- 
vices if offers to the public... To a considerable extent the failure of libraries 
to attract more young people may be laid to the niggardly fashion in which they 
are commonly supported... The fact that half of our youth read but do not make use 
of the means the public libraries offer to increase the pleasure and profit that 
leisure can be made to yield is a standing challenge that the libraries cannpt 
afford to ignore." -=From, "Time On Their Hands", Warren and Harley, Americay 
Council on Education, Washington, D.C., 1941.

Specific examples and comparisons are given. Librarians can also render a valu- 
able service to patrons by letting them read the reviews in "Subscription Books 
Bulletin." before buying sets for their homes. People will soon get in the habit 
of asking the librarian about encyclopedias, etc., if they know that they can get 
reliable information. It is well worth while to make a practice of regularly con- 
sulting this publication.

1.The State shall be divided into thirty-one districts.

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4. The county chairman shall be appointed by the Executive Committee upon

Cooperation of all librarians in sending in prompt and 
accurate annual reports will be greatly appreciated. Statistics for the 1940-42

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THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS FOR TEXAS FROM LIBRARY SERVICE. It is not often that 
public library service can be measured in actual dollars and cents, but because’ the 
Texas State Library is an all-depository for United States government documents, 
the offices of the State Comptroller and of the Attorney General found a record of 
rate reduction cases which involved four pipe=line companies carrying gas to 
Chicago, Denver, Detroit, and Kansas City. As a result of this use of the Senate 
documents Federal Trade Commission reports in the State Library, without the use 
of any other references, $97,589.78 in delinquent taxes was returned to the gen= 
eral revenue of the state, besides annwal increased current revenues of about 
$41,000, which will, over a period of years, run into millions of dollars. 


CHINA AND THE WAR. Tsin=-Lon Ouang, Vice=Consul of the Republic of China, and 
his wife, recently visited the Texas State Library, takingoa good bit of time to 
inquire about the services of the library and to examine the state archives. 

Prior to his visit he had sent to the library a copy of “China After Five 
Years of War," which is the first war book ever to be completely transmitted by 
radio from Chunking, China, to this country. The subjects covered in the book are 
Govermment, Military Affairs, Economic Efforts, Administration, and Education and 
Society. This book is being handled by the Chinese News Service of New York Citye 
According to a letter from Dre Cele Hsia, Director of the Service, “these books 
are being sold at $1.00 per copy. You may sell them or give them away according 
to circumstances, I feel that those who can afford and are, willing to pay should 
be given the opportunity to buy their copies." Those who feel that the book is 
"worth" a dollar may make out a check for the amount payable to Chinese News Ser~ — 
vice, New York, N.Ye, and send it to the Chinese Vice Consulate, 714 Richmond Road, 
Houston, Texase Other books sent as gifts at the same time were: “Whither Japan?"
